Yesterday afternoon the Riv- 
erside county district attorney’s 
office said it was studying the 
case but that no charges had been 
filed. 

C. L. Settlemyre, chief inves- 
tigator for the SPCA, said last 
night that he “was very disap- 
pointed in the way Orange coun- 
ty officials handled the case” and 
that he intended to carry on his 
action against Hemingway.

POA Preferred 
By Ontario as 
Airport Tenant 


The City of Ontario prefers Pa- 
cific Overseas Airway as a ten- 
ant at International Airport above 
any other similar concern. 

Mayor Roy D. Boles made that 
clear last night. 

“In spite of the difficulty we 
are having in getting together 
with POA on the rent question, 
we'd still prefer to see them oc- 
cupying that space than to rent 
it to some outside concern for 
even higher rent,” said the mayor, 


Limit Reached 

“POA is primarily a local con- 
cern, its employees have their 
roots here in Ontario and con- 
tribute to our civic welfare. For 
that reason we have gone along 
With the company in every pos- 
sible way.” 

However, the mayor pointed out 
that the city “has reached its 
limit” as far as the rent ques- 
tion is concerned. 

“We can’t go any further in 
rent reduction from a sound 
financial basis,” said Boles. 

Reach Standstill 

At the present time the city and 
POA are at a standstill following 
the city’s announcement of a 
monthly rent hike of $400 plus 
one per cent of the company’s 
gross income aside from airline 
operations and present repair con- 
tracts. 

“There are other firms begging 
to get into the Space and facili- 
ties occupied by POA,” said Boles. 
“So far we’ve turned a deaf ear 
to such offers because we've had 
faith in POA despite their financ- 
ial troubles in the past. 


Made Effort 
“For two weeks now we've made 
every effort to reach a reason- 
able agreement in -hopes of re- 


r 








"| taining POA at the airport. We've 


kept calm throughout the whole 
negotiation and we hope a happy 
ending can be reached. 

“But if POA feels it cannot stay 
in Ontario at higher rent, the 
hangars out there at the airport 
won't be empty. Other compan- 
ies will jump: at the chance. But 
we want to keep POA and its em- 
ployees.”

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Not too long ago we wrote about the drop off in retail 
sales as reflected in the state sales tax returns for the first 
part of 1949 together with what we though to be some sound 
advice for the local merchant with queasy stomach who is 
scaring his customers away by worrying about how bad times’ 
are going to be. 


That was just one side of the picture. 
Commerce seems to take a diiferent view based on a more 
overall set of facts and figures than just the California State 
sales tax returns. 


As healthy influences on the national economy, upon which 
many a local merchant bases his own thinking, the depart- 
ment listed the following: 


1. Both personal income and personal expenditures were 
“markedly stable’’ in the first half of the year. Personal in- 
come was at an annual rate of $213.060,000,000 in the second 
quarter, less than $1,000,000,000 below the first quarter. But 
the department said the drop came early in the year and that | 
the rate had been stabie since February, 


2. Consumer demand continued strong in the second quar- 
ter. Consumers spent at an annual rate of $178,000,000,000, 
slightly more than in the tirst three months. 


3,. Fixed investment by business was well sustained in the 
second quarter. Wew constructicr. continued at about the 
same rate. There was a ‘‘moderate’’ drop to an annual rate 
of $20,000,000,000 in the amount of durable equipment bought 
by producers. 


4. Government purchases of goods and services, and net 
foreign investment, increased from an arnval rate of $43,900, - 
600,000 in the first quarter to $44.000,000,000 in the second. 

That’s what the “‘big picture’’ looks like to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce.
